FOREWORD 


Many  young  people  are  able  to  obtain  a college  education 
only  because  certain  financial  aids  are  available  to  them  at 
the  institutions  of  their  choice.  Many  others  are  denied  a 
college  education  because  they  do  not  know  that  financial  assist- 
ance may  be  obtained  through  the  colleges  in  the  form  of  scholar- 
ships, prizes,  and  opportunities  for  self-help. 

Hundreds  of  requests  for  such  information  come  each  year  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  to  public  school  admin- 
istrators and  guidance  officers.  The  purpose  of  this  bulletin, 
therefore,  is  to  provide  concise,  accurate,  and  helpful  information 
for  all  who  are  interested  in  financial  aids  and  self-help  oppor- 
tunities that  are  obtainable  under  certain  conditions  while  in 
attendance  at  accredited  Pennsylvania  colleges  and  universities. 

The  information  contained  in  this  bulletin  will  give  prospective 
students  and  their  parents  sufficient  knowledge  of  opportunities 
for  financial  aid  as  to  provide  incentive  for  further  investigation 
on  their  part. 

For  more  complete  information  about  tuition,  scholarships,  or 
opportunities  for  self-help  at  any  specific  institution  of  higher 
learning,  requests  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar  of  that 
college  or  university.  The  facts  presented  in  this  publication  w'ere 
obtained  from  the  authorities  of  the  various  colleges  and  univer- 
sities who  report  it  as  valid  for  the  1940-1941  college  year.

proximately  $1,000).  It  is 
used  in  making  grants  to 
supplement  the  scholarship 
awards  and  to  assist  other 
students  in  need  of  finan- 
cial aid.  The  Bureau  of 
Recommendations  assists 
alumnae  and  former  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate 
students  to  find  employ- 
ment. It  also  helps  stu- 
dents to  find  summer 
work. 


The  College  employes 
many  students  in  the  din- 
ing-room, various  offices, 
and  departments.  Stipend 
— $50  to  $230  a year. 
Loan  funds  available:  gen- 
eral fund  of  $15,000,  Se- 
nior Alumni  Loan  Fund. 


The  college  maintains  an 
employment  bureau  for 
part-time  work,  further, 
the  institution  carries  on 
its  payroll  approximately 
100  students  who  perform 
part-time  work  for  the 
college.  There  is  also  a 
Student  Loan  Fund.

A num- 
ber of  loan  funds  are 
available  to  upper  class- 
men  in  good  standing;  no 
loan  funds  for  freshmen. 
Part-time  work  is  supplied 
by  the  college  to  students 
working  in  dormitory, 
cafeteria,  and  laboratories.

The  University  maintains 
an  Industrial  Service  Bu- 
reau for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  students  to  find 
employment.  During  the 
past  year  1453  positions 
were  secured  through  this 
agency.  This  Bureau  of- 
fers its  services  to  all 
students  who  must  secure 
employment  to  remain  in 
college.  It  does  not,  how- 
ever, guarantee  employ- 
ment to  any  of  its  regis- 
trants. Students  who  find 
it  imperative  to  earn  part 
of  their  way  through  col- 
lege should  consult  the 
Industrial  Service  Bureau 
concerning  the  problems 
and  possibilities  involved 
in  obtaining  employment 
while  attending  Temple 
University.

THE  RICHARD  HUM- 
PHREYS FOUNDA- 
TION  has  generously  es- 
tablished, for  an  indefi- 
nite period,  a limited  num- 
ber of  scholarships  and 
aids  for  Cheyney  students. 
The  scholarships,  varying 
from  $50  to  $125  a year, 
are  granted  to  students 
whose  records  indicate 
scholastic  ability,  charac- 
ter and  personal  traits 
which  are  above  the  aver- 
age. They  represent  pro- 
fessional promise  of  a 
high  order  and  are  be- 
stowed with  great  dis- 
crimination. The  aids  are 
divided  into  two  classes: 
The  first  class  aids  vary 
from  $25  to  $75  a year 
and  are  given  to  needy 
and  deserving  students 
who  are  able  to  maintain 
their  scholastic  standing 
as  determined  by  their 
previous  record.  The  sec- 
ond class  aids  varying 
from  $25  to  $50  a year 
are  given  to  needy  stu- 
dents of  good  character 
without  reference  to  their 
scholastic  standing.

National  Youth  Administration  Under  certain  conditions  the  Federal

State  Scholarships  Eighty  scholarships  valued  at  $100 

Department  of  Public  Instruction  each  are  awarded  annually  to  gradu- 

ates of  Pennsylvania  approved  high 
schools  on  the  basis  of  competitive 
examinations  given  on  the  first  Friday 
in  May.

Senatorial  Scholarships  Each  State  Senator  has  the  privilege 

of  awarding  three  scholarships  annu- 
ally in  each  of  the  four  state-aided 
Universities  (12  scholarships  per  year 
for  each  Senator),  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Temple  University,  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh,  and  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College.  The  value  of  these 
scholarships  is  the  amount  of  the  tui- 
tion in  the  university  attended.  Appli- 
cation should  be  made  directly  to  the 
local  State  Senator. 
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
